2.  Each  lot  in  this  sale  has  both  a  current  estimated  value  and  a  minimum  bid  price.  The  estimated  value  (in  parentheses) 
is  intended  as  a  guide  to  assist  you  in  your  bidding,  while  the  minimum  bid  (in  bold)  is  the  lowest  acceptable  bid 
for  the  lot.
